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MORE NEW COMPANIBS. 


AN APPEAL TO LORD CROMER. 


The recent unprecedented booming of Egypt 
continues. Among the new companies, whose 
scene of action is to be in Egypt, are a number 
of cold storage companies. Some of the pro- 
spectuses of these companies are already out 
in London. _ 

We may mention that Mr. Tilden-Smith, 
who is well-known in connection with West 
Australian companies, is promoting a trast 
company for Egyptian business. 

We hear that the Rt. Hon. Sir James Fer- 
guson, late Postmaster General, has joined the 
board of directors of a new company, which is 
being formed to acquire a large area of 
land in the neighbourhood of Alexandria, 
bringing in a total of L.E. 30,000 per annum. 
The capitalisation of this company will be 
£300,000, divided into 299,000 ordinary shares 
of £1 each and 20,000 founder’s shares of one 
chilling each. A well-known firm of London 
brokers are guaranteeing £100,000 towards 
the underwriting of this company. Sir Westby 
Perceyal will probably be one of the colleagues 
of the Rt. Hon. Sir James Ferguson. 

In connection with the forthcoming flotation 
of the great industrial company to be known 
as “Egypt, Limited,” we hear that the biggest 
New York issuing house is one of the largest 
goarantors in connection with the two mil- 
lion pounds mortgage bank, which Egypt, 
Limited, intends floating. 

The land of which Egypt, Limited, has the 
refusal is estimated to yield ten per cent. on 
the total capitalisation of the company for 
fifteen years, At the end of this period 
Egypt, Limited, will have assets worth over 
£750,000, or, in other words, three times the 
capitalisation of the company. 

Egyptian Options has a new Egyptian com- 
pany on the cards, connected with the acquisi- 
tion of land near Damietta. This company is 
taking offices both in Alexandria and in Uairo. 

In October or November |next, the British- 
Egypt Syndicate, Limited, will appear on the 
scene. ‘I'his syndicate will | promote a com- 
pany with a capitalisation of £200,000 to 
be called Egyptian Industries, Limited. The 
board will comprise at least two well-known 
names connected with banking in London. 
‘The larger portion ot the capital of the 
British Egyptian Syndicate has already been 
subscribed in Egypt. 

In order to compensate for the recent loss 
of Mr. Charles Cammell, one of the’ direc- 
tors of the Egyptian ‘I'rust and Investment, 
Limited, his ton in-law, Mr. H. W. Wilson, 
a nephew of Sir Alexander Wilson, has con- 
sented to join the board of Egypt, Limited. 
This gentleman is one of the directors of 
Messrs, Cammell, Laird and Company, who 
built one of Admiral ‘Togo’s battleships which 
contributed to the recent victory in the Korean 
Straits. 4 

By way of diversion to the various land, 
trust, and bank companies, which are now 
being floated wholesale for the sake of develop- 
ipg Egypt, it is not out of the way to mention 
a great company, which is to find gold in the 
Mediterranean sea off Alexandria, and which 
is to be floated in London. |T'his company wil! 
work the continuous gold-finding process, 
invented by Mr. Snell. ‘This promotion is 
being made after careful investigation by such 
well-known scientific men as Professor Sir 
William Ramsay, F.R.D., Professor Liversedge, 
Mr. N. D. Littlefield, and F. S, Rawson, 
C.BM.LE.E. It is estimated that every ton 
of sea water yields about half a grain of gold. 
The working expenses are only about 25 per 
cent. of that. When this company starts at 
Alexandria the shareholders will always be 
able to inspect the working, which will be 
carried on night and day.

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THE SINAI EXPEDITION. 


PROFESSOR PETRIE’S REPORT. 


Prof. Flinders Petrie writes as follows to the

‘he neighbourhood was evidently sacred 
om early times. ‘I'he ridge on which the 
unple was built is crowded with stone pillars, 
sth natural and wrought, usually in connex- 
vn with a small shelter of rough stones. The 
ystem of visiting sacred sites in order to 
btain oracular dreams is familiar in Syria, 
nd extended to Asia Minor and Egypt. Such 
dream was commemorated by setting up a 
jllar as a memorial, of which a well-known 
ise is that in the story of Jacob. Thus these 
ethel stones are found usually in the stone 
ielter used by the pilgrim, which is sometimes 
mere wind-break of a few loose stones, and 
ymetimes a tolerable wall. But in no case are 
1ese shelters grouped together in the manner 
{huts for regular habitation. Some of the 
illars or Bethel stones have Egyptian inscrip- 
ons of the Xilth dynasty, showing how early 
1e system prevailed ; but most of them are 
atural blocks set on end. Such a system is 
uite unknown in Egypt. 

''he centre of worship here was a rock cave 
bout 15ft. long and 9ft. wide, which was dedi- 
ated by the Egyptians to the goddess Hathor; 
at that name was commonly applied to any 
yreign goddess, and it is probably here a substi- 
ate for a local divinity of the native tribes. 
‘his cave was found to contain two large altars 
edicated under Senusert 11]. and Amenemhat 
Il. of the XI lth dynasty. it had been supposed 
hat this cave had been a tomb, as there was 
n inscription for a high official on the side 
iall; but the same official inscribed the later 
f these two altars for the goddess, showing 
hat this cave was then a shrine. And it was 
sual for the high officials in charge of the 
xpeditions to place their names as prominently 
t those of the Kings, on all the monuments 
ere. ‘he front of this cave was at the same 
eriod covered with a facing of carved stone; 
nd a portico was added to it, enclosed in front 
y 8 row of great steles. These steles, and about 

dozen more, were a'l records of the mining 
xpeditions ; they are blocks of the local sand 
tone, 8ft. to 12ft. high, bearing the date and 
toyal titles, the names of the chief of the 
ixpedition and of his party, often up to 50 or 
‘ven to 100, and the totals of the soldiers, 


vorkmen, sailors, sculptors, artists, smelters, 
‘c., who formed the expedition, together with 


he lists of animals and provisions. These 


ecords will give a thorough view of the ar- 


angement of these expeditions, when they are. 


inalysed and compared. 


and it required a good deal of 


all small, and spparently: entirely roofed in. 
They seem most probably to have been inten ded 
to accommodate pilgrims who came to sleep 
before the shrine, seeking oracular dreams. One 
chamber was partly occupied as:a workshop, 
and two large chisels of bronze were found amid 
the u terial there. It is very strange how all of 
these chambers were! built with a stone lining 
and then completely buried outside in a heap 
of loose blocks, so that they had no external 
walls. They thus formed an artificial prolonga- 
tion of the sacred cave, a plan and nature of 
construction quite unknown in Egypt. This 
temple, then, though built and inscribed by 
Egyptiaus, is entirely, on a foreign model ; the 
Bethels around it, the enormous mass of ashes 
of burnt sacrifices, the Aanafiyeh courts, and 
the subterranean chambers, apparently for 
pilgrims, all belong to Semitic rather than 
Egyptian worship. We have here the only 
Semitic temple preserved to us, and its arrange- 
ments will need careful study in relation to 
early Semitic worship. 

The purpose of the Egyptian expeditions 
was farther ascertained. Not only Wady 
Maghara but also Sarabit of Khadem were 
visited solely for turquoises. The ferrnginous 
band under which the turquoises are found lies 
between the same varieties of sandstone at 
both places. In the Wady Nasb the base of 
the sandstone resting on the black granite is 
exposed, and this was the source of copper. In! 
the bottom of the Wady Nasb lies a mass of 
copper slag about 500ft. long, nearly as wide, 
and 6ft. or 8ft. thick The ore was probably! 
brought here from various mines in the valley, 
in order to use the fuel which grew by the 
spring in this spot. 

The great mass of Egyptian inscriptions 
were copied in full-size facsimile, the only, 
satisfactory-way of recording such monuments.’ 
About 250 inscriptions were thus reproduced, 
of all sizes up to many equare yards in area 
These will be all published, with the plans, by 
the Exploration Fund ; and, beside this work 
for students, I will’ also issue separately a 
more popular volume describing and illustrat4 
ing the country and its antiquities, and dis: 
cussing the questions of its climate and 
Biblical history. 

The smaller monuments which coald be re/ 
moved on camel-back were brought away: and 
about 50 inscriptions and sculptures will be 
exhibited. ‘The Arabs say that about 18 years 
ago a traveller removed the upper part of a 
statue ; if so, itis much to be hoped that it may:

valuable piece is a portrait head of Queen Thyi 
from a statuette, ‘I'he burial place of her parents, 
it will be remembered, was lately found by_Mr. 
Quibell and Mr. Theodore Davies, as described 
in “Tbe lines.” This portrait of the Queen is 
the first that has been found in the round, and 
is of the finest style of her period. It will ba 
shown in London, but has to be returned to 
the Cairo Musenm, 

After exhausting the small grant made by 
the Exploration Fund, Mr. Currelly explored 
further for the Research Account. The rubbish 
heaps at the Convent of St. Catharine proved 


the earth and destroying any documents which 
might have been thrown away there, The small 
stone structures called nawamis were found to 
be made with great regularity and exactitude, 
and they do not belong to any late period: 

They seem tobe for the burials of a people 
who were accustomed to well-constructed tombs, 
and who had more civilisation than is likely to 
have arisen in these valleys, probably immi- 
grants from Egypt at some early date.

But well has it tarned 
out for the Republic that such a selection was 
imposed, fur during the six years that M. 
Loubet has dignitied the high ottice of Chief of 
the State France has become stronger and 
wore self-confident, and has regained much of 
the moral influence in the world’s councils of 
which the disasters of “l'année terrible” had 
deprived her. Cooler-headed and more patient 
than Carnot, utterly free from the ostentation 
of Felix Faure, M. Loubet has known how to 
reconcile contlicting political interests and 
close up the Republican ranks. When he 
entered the Elysee, France was in the throes 
vf au agitation which threatened to end in 
civil war; thauks to his choice and support of 
able aud fearless Ministers, that danger is past 
and the Republic stands, for the first time in 
its Listory, on really solid foundations. M. 
Loubet has more than once expressed the

Very concisely M. Lockroy lays it down that 
the foreign policy of the country necessitates a 
fleet with a wide range of action ; that strategy 
requires speed and tactics gun power. In order 
to combine these three essential elements, he 
argues, it is necessary to increase the tonnage 
and cost of vessels, and the country must be 
prepared to spend 40 millions of francs on a 
single ship if she would -have a navy capable 
of holdiag its own ina modern sea tight. ‘I'he 
ex-Minister of Marine then goes on to make 
some interesting comparisons between the cost 
uf warship building in France and in other 
Kuropean countries. He finds that France pays 
more per ton for new construction than any 
other nation, and gets less for it in the way ot 
speed and efliciency. Fur instance, the “Uharle- 
magne’, which displaces 4,000 tons less than 
the “Majestic”, cost 2 millions of francs more

‘The passing of the bill forthe separation of

THE NILE AS A COMMERCIAL 
RIVER. 


The Alexandria correspondent of the “Times” 
Engineering Supplement says that there is 
evidence that the question of fluvial naviga- 
tion upon the Nile is beginning to engage the 
serious attention of engineers and public men 
in Egypt. Sir Hanbury Brown has recently, in 
an admirable series of papers, illustrated the 
more prominent detects of the Nile and its 
branches as commercial waterways. He has 
shown that the Government,:in perfecting the 
irrigative power ot the Nile, has to a large 
exteut neglected the river's navigable resoar- 
ces. Nor does the situation of the Government, 
with its valuable possession of the Wtate rail- 
wajs, allow it to view the Nile as anything 
but a formidable competitive route, likely at 
any moment to assume undesirable proportions. 
This being so, Nile development becomes a 
question principally of private enterprise, one, 
moreover, in which British capitaland enterprise 
are largely interested, because they are bound 
sooner or later to be called upon to aid in the 
opening up of the great waterway, if, indeed, 
they do not attempt it upon their own_ initia- 
tive. It is fitting, therefure, that private enter- 
prise should be made acquainted with the 
early stages of the subject. 

Quite recently in Uairo, at an interesting 
conference, M. Leroux, the president of the 
Société des Sucreries et Raflineries d’Egypte, 
sammed up the chief bearings ot the case by 
sayiug that the efliciency of the Nile for 
commercial navigation would begin as soon as 
easy and unfailing communication was assured 
between the capital and the sea. This primary 
desideratum can only be secured by the remo- 
delling and improvement of the main junction 
canals—i.e., the Behera gnd the Mahmoudieh— 


Mr. H. R. Hall, M.A., of the Egypt Explora- 
tion Fund, delivered an interesting lecture last 
week, in the lectare-room of the Society of 
Arts, London, on recent discoveries in Thebes. 
The lecture was illustrated by a series of 
lantern slides, and by articles found in the 
couree of the excavations. Mr. Hall described a 
temple, the oldest inthe district, which has 
jast been brought to light. It dated from the 
Eleventh Dynasty, or about 2500 2.0., and was 
probably a'faneral temple or an antechamber 
to the tomb of King Mentuhetep III. This 
tomb still remained undiscovered. Mr. Hall's 
description was extremely lucid, and gave 
eloquent testimony to the valuable work which 
the Egypt Exploration Fund is doing.

publicly beforehand that the establishment of 
a gambling-place in a Greek island, or in any 
other section of the Greek kingdom, would be 
repugnant to the conscience of the Greek 
peopie, and consequently neither the present 
nor any other Greek Government could even 
think of permitting or tolerating the existence 
of such a resort.
